sen tativ es when th e n ear east peace 
conference resum ed its labors iii an 
endeavor to resto re peace be:ween the 
allied pow ers and T urkey and between 
G reece and T urkey. 
Joseph C. Grew, A m erican m inister 
to Sw itzerland, and head of the dele­ 
gation, m ade th is clear in a brief in­ 
au g u ral speech follow ing sim ilar ad­ 
dresses by leaders of th e other dele­ 
gations. T he conference then divided 
itself into th ree com m ittees, each of 
w hich*will tak e ip subjects in dispute, 
and tom orrow active discussions on 
concrete topics will be begun. 
Expects Stable Peace. 
M inister 
Grew 
said 
the 
United 
S tates welcomed th e resum ption of 
the conference. It had reconvened on 
a su b stan tial b asis; an understanding 
had already been reached on a variety 
of Im portant subjects, and upon this 
firm foundation the U nited S tates ex­ 
pected soon to see erected th at edifice 
of a ju st and stable peace for which 
th e world w as w aiting w ith eagerness. 
O f the position of the A m erican repre­ 
sentatives he said : 
“We are here for the sam e purposes 
and in th e sam e capacity as before 
the adjournm ent, participating not on 
the footing of a belligerent against 
T urkey nor as a party to the treaty 
of ‘peace under negotiations betw een 
the 
allied 
pow ers and Turkey, but 
none th e less in a fully representative 
capacity and w ith full 
authorization 
and com petence to speak on behalf of 
th e governm ent of the U nited S tates.” 
Scramble for Oil to Fore. 
T he question of the near eastern oil 
fields, especially those covered by the 
C hester concession, w as jn the fore­ 
ground as the conference opened. 
W hether the general subject of con­ 
cessions comes before the conference 
form ally seem s to depend on the suc­ 
cess of 
direct negotiations betw een 
B ritish and French concession holders 
and th e T urkish governm ent. 
D evelopm ents indicate th at soviet 
R ussia will decline to be elim inated 
as a facto r in th e present negotiations 
but will insist on having som ething to 
say, as one of the states invited to 
th e original conference.

“But there Is a still greater loss 
when an unbalanced ration is fed. 
The cow must have a good supply of 
protein and minerals In her feed, and 
If the protein alone Is reduced one- 
six th from the required amount. It 
would have the same effect as if the 
whole ration were reduced one-six th— 
It would reduce production one-third. 
The carbohydrates and fat In the ra­ 
tion, no matter how abundant, cannot 
take the place of protein and the ex ­ 
cess is wated. 
“From one or both these causes, 
lack of sufficient feed or lack of pro­ 
tein and minerals In the feed, there 
Is a tremendous loss In the milk pro­ 
duction of the state. This great loss 
may be easily and cheaply remedied 
by growing and feeding more alfalfa 
or clover.**

Many farmers who feed ear corn to 
cows will be interested to know that 
cornmeal increaseil the bntterfat pro­ 
duction 14 per cent apd the milk pro­ 
duction 7 per cent. 
Corn and cob 
meal was nearly as valuable as the 
c(HTimeal for feeding, the results be­ 
ing nearly equal. 
On the basis of 14 per cent moisture 
in the corn. It was found that 100 
pounds of cornmeal had the same 
fee<l value as 125 pounds of com and 
cob meal, while it equaled 140 pounds 
part available for milk and the actuaL^’'*?

8U8 takers too inquisitive. Some of 
the natives, on the other hand, resort­ 
ed to violence when bribery failed to 
Induce the census takers to make 
false entries showing that the natives 
enjoyed higher stations in the social 
scale than was really the case.

said, 
show’ed gain of 1.2 per cent over the 
population of 19 11.

The decrease in 1922 over 1921 Is 
due to lower labor, seed, and general 
farm costs. The lower costs of labor 
are due to reduction in the cash wages 
paid in 1921 and 1922 over 1920 and 
1921. 
Seed in 1921 (for the 1922 
wheat crop) 
was also considerably 
lower than in 1920. 
Horse labor is 
lower due to decreased costs of keep­ 
ing farm work horses, resulting main­ 
ly from a drop In Hie price of hay. 
It might be noted that the type of 
soil on the farms where this informa­ 
tion was secured, In the main, con­ 
sisted of brown silt loam. 
The full cost of the wheat per bush­ 
el would be determined by adding to 
the acre cost of operating expenses, 
the Interest on the investment in land 
and dividing by the yield of wheat. 
Costs naturally vary on different 
farms due to the efficiency in use of 
labor, variations in $ ’>er* costs, the 
yield per acre, and the estimated value 
of the land upon which the interest on 
the investment is figured.

‘‘An inspection of many herds and 
reports from a great many more indi­ 
cate that half the dairy herds In the

“But there is a still greater loss 
when an unbalanced ration Is fed. 
The cow must have a good supply of 
protein and minerals in her feed, and 
if the protein alone is reduced one- 
sixth from the required amount, It 
would have the same effect as if the 
whole ration were reduced one-sixth— 
It would reduce production one-third. 
The carbohydrates and fat In the ra­ 
tion, no m atter how abundant, cannot 
take the place of protein and the ex­ 
cess is waled. 
“From one or bott these causes, 
lack of sufficient feed or lack of pro­ 
tein and minerals in the feed, there 
Is a tremendous loss in the milk pro­ 
duction of the state. 
This great loss 
may be easily and cheaply remedied 
by growing and feeding more alfalfa 
or clover.”

“The last census shows only r*ie- 
tliird of one per cent of the tillable 
land in Illinois in alfalfa and - only 
three and four-tenths per cent in 
clover,” Mr. Fraser said. 
“Even the 
dairy counties in northeastern Illinois 
show only one and six-tenths per cent 
of alfalfa and four and seven-tenths 
per cent of clover. 
“Professor Fraser said that a dairy 
cow 
capable 
of 
producing 
8,250 
pounds of milk per year—a very com­ 
mon production—must use one-half of 
her ration for the maintenance of her 
weight and goo.1 condition, and can 
use only the other half of the ration 
In making milk. The maintenance ra­ 
tion must remain the same and any 
reduction of the feed must come en­ 
tirely out of the part that goes for 
milk, hence lf the total ration is re­

Ground com in the dairy cow’s 
ration will more than pay for the cost 
of grinding, In the difference In milk 
production, according to experiment? 
conducted at Iowa State college. 
Many fanners who feed ear com to 
cows will be interested to know that 
cornmeal increased the butterfat pro­ 
duction 14 per cent apd the milk pro­ 
duction 7 per cent. 
Corn and cob 
meal was nearly as valuable as the 
cornmeal for feeding, the results be­ 
ing nearly equal. 
On the basis of 14 per cent moisture 
in the corn, It was found that IOO 
pounds of cornmeal hnd the same 
feed value as 125 pounds of com and 
cob meal, while It equaled 140 pounds 
if ear corn. 
The corn and cob meal 
has the advantage of providing bulk 
in the ration and this Is valuable for 
all dairy cattle. 
In figuring the costs of the com at 
market prices, it showed that the df- 
ference in milk and fat production 
more than paid the grinding costs and 
that the grinding was worth while.

“The most recent discovery in arti­ 
ficial siik manu factu re is that cellu ­ 
lose and acetic acid combine u nder 
the proper chemical circu mstances to 
make a very good silk. 
One of the 
most favored efficiency devices of the 
chemist is the u se of what is known 
as a ‘catalyst.’ The catalyst is the 
efficiency man of chemistry. 
In the 
case of the cellu lose acetate silks, the 
pu lp or cotton linters and acetic acid 
natu rally combine very slowly. 
Bu t 
the presence of su lphu ric acid or a 
zinc salt speeds u p the reaction to a 
great pu ce. 
The su lphu ric acid or 
zinc salt, whichever is u sed, is the 
catalyst. 
It does not become a part 
of the produ ct, bu t It stirs the cellu ­ 
lose and acetic acid to great activity.” 
Doctor Mitseherling said that the 
cellu lose acetate, formed after the 
catalyst has Introdu ced the neces­ 
sary “pu nch” Into the process. Is then 
dissolved in acetic acid or some other 
solvent, and discharged throu gh 
a noz­ 
zle containing exceedingly tine holes 
into water and immediately becomes a 
fine t1 .ad. 
Silk Worm Fails Behind. 
There are three other processes of 
making cellu lose silk, and last year 
they were made to produ ce 3 per cent 
more taffetas, crepe de cliine. stock­ 
ings. etc., than oil the silkworms In 
the world. 
The total was approxi­ 
mately 23,000,000 pou nds. 
While Doctor Mitscherllnz said that 
cellu lose silk will never entirely re­ 
place genu ine silk, the textile mills 
are showing less and less patience 
with the laziness and indifference of 
the silkworm, and he had better 
watch his steps or he will soon be los­ 
ing a nice lot of his bu siness to su ­ 
perior American ingenu ity and prog 
ress.

Save Stowaways 
from Icy Waters 


Five Young Men Who Came From 
Germany Dive Off Ship in 
Effort to Land. 


New York.—Shortly after the United 
American line steamship Emden ar­ 
rived in quarantine one night 
re­ 
cently, live seamen, said to have been 
stowaways, jumped overboard into the 
swirling current in an attempt to 
reach shore. The Emden, a freighter, 
left Hamburg with a general cargo 
for this port. There were no passen­ 
gers, but it was said the five stow­ 
aways were found at different times 
during the early part of the voyage 
hidden in various parts of hold and 
bunkers. 
Their 
actions 
in 
attempting 
to 
escape at the same time was taken as 
evidence that they had talked the mat­ 
ter over during the days when they 
had been forced to “pay” for their 
passage by working in engine room, 
deck and galley. That all were res­ 
cued was due to the fact thai three, 
in their haste to get away in tile 
darkness, swam toward the Brooklyn 
shore instead of heading for Staten 
Island, and so came into the course 
of the police boat making one of its 
nightly patrols toward the Narrows. 
The pair, who headed in the right di­ 
rection, got within a few yards of 
shore, when their strength gave out 
and they were rescued by some men 
who happened to be on a night shift 
on the pier at Staten island. 
Quartermaster Hears Splash. 
The first that was known on the Em­ 
den that the five contemplated a con­ 
certed escape was when a quartermas­ 
ter making ids rounds saw a figure 
climb to the starboard rail aft, poise a 
; moment and then dive into the water. 
The quartermaster ran to the rail in 
time to see a figure swimming away 
Into the darkness. As he peered after 
him there came anomer splash and he 
turned in time to see two other men 
climbing the rail not many feet from 
where he stood. 
Then came a suc­ 
cession of splashes, and the quarter­ 
master ran forward, shouting lustily. 
The 
quartermaster 
reported 
the 
escape to the captain who immediately 
directed the ship's radio operator to 
send out a call for help. Coupled with 
his call for help he briefly repeated 
that five men had gone overboard and 
, that there was immediate work for 


rescuers. 
Shore stations picked up 
the message and soon it was being 
repeated “all up and down the line.” 
One of those who heard Hie call was 
tile radio man of tile police boat Man­ 
hattan. in charge of Sergeant Davis 
Byrne of Harbor A, which was cruis­ 
ing near the Narrows, a mile away. 
Byrne immediately swung his boat 
about and started at top speed back 
toward the quarantine anchorage. The 
Manhattan headed its course near the 
Emden, and then, not seeing any of 
the* fugitives, ran around inshore, and 
in the darkness failed to discern the 
two who were heading toward the 
Staten Island docks. 
Then Byrne or­ 
dered the vessel offshore, and as she 
swung about, probably a quarter of a 
mile from the anchored freighter, the 
lookout picked up the three stow­ 
aways. They were swimming close to­ 
gether and headed offshore. 
As the 
Manhattan raced toward them the trio 
set up a call for help. They had had 
enough. 
Are Revived In Hospital. 
The trio found by the police boat 
had lost their lone life preserver. Un­ 
conscious, suffering from cramps, ex­ 
posure and too much sea water, they 


were stretched on Hie quarantine dock 
and revived. 
All five were taken to 
Marine hospital and turned over to 
the iminl'rr ition authorities at Ellis 
island for deportation. 
After working for hours over the 
five at the hospital, they were revived 
sufficiently 
to 
give 
their 
names, 
through on Interpreter, though they 
steadfastly declined to reveal Informa­ 
tion about themselves. 
They gave 
their names as Adolph Miehe, Joseph
